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WILL CUT WAR TAX 


ABOUT $20,000,000 


WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE 


CALLED TO MEET NOV. 20. 


Will Be One of tbe First Duties 


to Be Taken Up by the New Con- 
gress—It Was 
Agreed Upon in 


* Conference Recently Held with 
President McKinley. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—Steps 


-will be taken at once by the republi- 
cans of the house, to reduce the war 
•taxes. 
Chairman Payne, after con- 


.sulting President McKinley today in 
regard to legislation which will be con- 
.sidered this winter, announced that 
he would call a meeting of the Ways 
and Means Committee, to meet on 
November 20, to map out a legislative 
program for the coming season, with 
particular attention to the repeal of 
portions of the war revenue act. 


Those who had hoped to see at 


least half of the taxes removed will 
tie disappointed as it is contemplated 
that taxes only to the amount of $20,- 
-000,000 will be removed, the heavy ex- 
penditures attendant upon 'the cam- 
paign in the Philippines not permit- 
ting a further reduction. 


At the end of last season there was 


tremendous pressure for the removal 
of certain taxes, the beer, whisky, and 
medical agents being particularly ur- 
gent in their demands. 


Problem Is What Taxes? 


The problem as to what taxes shal 


"be removed is a perplexing one, but i 
las already been determined in a gen 
•eral way that those which are mos 
troublesome to the people, such as th 
stamp taxes, will be removed first 
This probably means that the stamp 
upon checks, proprietary medicines 
deeds, 
mortgages, 
inheritances, fo 


charitaible and benevolent purposes 
arid stamps upon telegrams will b 
abolished. 


It is quite certain that there wil 


~be no reduction in taxes upon large 
commercial transactions and ttiere i 
a growing feeling in favor of continu 
ing a large part of this tax. The'trad 
ers in Wall Street pay a large portion 
of this tax the amount last year run

Much Better Prices 
Prevail 
Than 


Last Year—One Drawback Is the 
Amount of Pole Rot—Next Year 
WiirSee An Increased Acreage In 
The State of Wiscansin. 
The 
tobacco 
raising 
industry in 


this county, has grown into an immense 
business. In 1900 between 7,000 and 
8,000 acres of tobacco, 
representing 


n the neighborhood of $600,000 has 
jeen raised. 


This year much better prices pre 


vail than last. The binder crop is much 
Better and there is an increased de 
mand for it. The failure of the quality 
in the east this year is one of the rea 
sons why there is such a demand for 
the Wisconsin crop. 


One draw-back to the this year's 


crop is the amount of pole rot and she~ 
burn that has appeared since the to- 
bacco has been shedded. Next year will 
see an increased acreage in many 
parts of Wisconsin. In Vernou county 
this year there was an increase of ov- 
er 800 acres over last year. In that lo- 
cality the farmers are breaking up 
new ground preparatory to putting in 
next year's crop. 


Many farmers do not raise tobacco, 


and devote their entire farm to rais- 
ing grain, corn and stock. Some of 
them claim that the crop is 
uncer- 


tain, that they neglect the Balance of 
the farm for the tobacco land and that 
more clear money can be made in a 
year by not raising tobacco. On the 
other hand other farmers raise both 
grain, stock and tobacco. They claim 
that the tobacco crop fits in between 
the other work and if carefully man- 
aged, is no detriment to the balance 
of the farm. The income from a few 
acres of tobacco land is greater than 
that of a mucn larger amount of land 
when used for raising grain. 


Of one thing there is no doubt, no 


crop raised by the farmer brings in as 
much ready money at one time, as a 
good crop of tobacco. 
The farmer is 


put to no trouble or expense to sell 
the crop. Buyers go out from the town 
and purchase the crop and all the far- 
mer has to do is to take the tobacco 
to the warehouse and get his money.

Strange Occupations Set Down 


by Enumerators. 


SOME PUZZLING EKTEIES MADE, 


O»e Profemiloiial Drunkard In Iiidi- 


•u a—Southern Children Recorded 
»» Farm Lnliorera — Attempt* to 
ClaiHify Tramps — A PeuiisylyajiUi 
German Enumerated as a Villain. 
One of the most interesting side is- 


sues in the twelfth census now beinq 
compiled is that which shows the vaga- 
ries of the army of enumerators who 
gathered the vast mass of census sta- 
tistics, says the Washington 
corre- 


Bpondent of the New York Sun. Great 
care was exercised in the selection of 
the large number of enumerators, and 
as a rule they proved to be persons of 
Intelligence. In a few cases, however, 
the necessities of the service were 
such and the available material so 
ecarcc that persons of mediocre ability 
•were appointed as Information gather- 
ers. This was particularly the case iu 
some parts of the south and west, witii 
a scattering in the other regions. Not- 
withstanding the fact that every enu- 
merator had carefully 
prepared in- 


structions and schedules, the latter 
having printed headings over the col- 
fcmns for names, ages, occxipations, na- 
tivity, etc., some of the enumerators 
succeeded in making amusing and enig- 
matic entries. The young women who 
manipulate the punching machines in 
the census office have found them- 
selves sorely puzzled over some of 
these records. 


Whenever the punchers found on the 


schedules an occupation which doe? 
not appear in the specially prepareii 
nnd printed list furnished by their 
chiefs, they are instructed to punch 11 
either "O. T.," meaning "other things.1 
or "N. G.," standing for "not gainful." 
Thus when an enumerator, in Indiana 
gave the occupation of a man as? 
"drunkard," the puncher was iu a quan- 
dary what to do. Her chief came to 
the rescue and informed her that drink- 
Ing intoxicating liquors was certainly 
not a gainful occupation, especially a* 
the nest column on the schedule show- 
ed the man in question was so engageil 
12 mouths in t.'iu-li ywir. She was there; 
fore instructed to punch it "X. G." Tlie 
same I'tUt.1 wny followed v/hcn other 
enumerators entered f\ woman as an 
inebriate and certain men aa'topers. 


A New York enumerator, who vas 


perhaps something of n sleuth, entered 
several uieu in his district variously as 
"crooks," • "pickpockets" 
null 
"gam- 


blers." 
For some reason these were 


entered nurter the head of "not gain- 
ful" pursuits. 
A Georgian who ekes 


out ail existence by doing chores about 
the neighborhood iu which he resides 
will appear in the census as "odd 
Jobs." 
His occupation will be found 


very properly under the head of "other 
things." 


Each entry made on the schedules 


being paid for by the government at n 
prescribed rate, an enterprising enu- 
merator in Ohio, seeking- to swell his 
temporary income, sought the resort cf 
n number of ''\Ver.ry Williea" on the 
outskirts of his town and entered them. 
To each of these he gave the- occupa- 
tion of "tri'.iiip. not gainful."

"N. G." columns. 


In many of the returns from the ru 


ral districts from the south a large 
number of children under 10 years of 
«ge are recorded'as farm laborers, and 
under the proper headings it is said 
that they 
are so employed 
eight 


months and attended school but two 
months in each year. 
Two southern 


housewives appear iu the occupation 
column 
as 
"does 
housework" 
and 


"minds baby." 


Numerous Indians wbose census has 


been taken appear on the lists as farm- 
ers, with here and there a hunter. Gyp- 
sies are given as horse traders and for- 
tune tellers and in one instance as "ho- 
bo." 
A Kentucky woman whose hus- 


band is entered as an "idler" gave her 
occupation as "washing and wishing." 
The puncher who came across this en- 
try remarked that the phrase meant 
that the woman was washing to sup- 
port her 12 children and lazy husband 
and wishing that he would go to work 
and assist in the maintenance of their 
numerous offspring. 
In many of the 


returns from .the southern states men 
of means and leisure are entered In the 
occupation column as "gentlemen" and 
in one instance as "rich." An invalid 
in Illinois is given occupation "laid 
up," and a paralytic figures In the 
same column as "has fits." 


It remained for a Pennsylvania enu- 


merator to record a German 45 years 
old as "occupation—villain." 
Whether 


this was the enumerator's personal es- 
timate of the man or whether the Ger- 
man himself gave this unique and sug- 
gestive occupation is not known. Nei- 
ther is it known whether the villain 
was entered as "N. G." or "O. T."
